It appears so far that there 
is absolutely no opposition to 
the proposed shool tax inrease 
which the voters of Sierra 
Madre will accept or reject on 
Jan. 31. 

None of the opponents—and 
I presume they are numerous— 
has as yet publicly voiced an 
opinion on the tax revision. 
Undoubtedly, though, they will 
make themselves heard at the 
strategic moment. They did 
during the election on the same 
proposal last spring. The re¬ 
sults were devastating. 

The results could be just as 
devastating this month if the 
voters permit themselves to be 
swayed by an emotional appeal 
and refuse to face the fact that 
our public schools are in a de¬ 
plorable condition for a city as 
large, as prosperous and appar¬ 
ently as cultured as Sierra 
Madre. 

Taxpayers here now pay 
$3.1314 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. Only $1.3053 a hun¬ 
dred goes to operate schools in 
Sierra Madre. The remainder, 
with the exception of one mill 
which Los Angeles County 


takes, goes to the Pasadena 
city schools. 

By approving the 55-cent tax 
increase, Sierra Madre will re¬ 
ceive $1.8353 for every $100 of 
assessed valuation. All of this 
money—about $55,000 a year— 
will go to Sierra Madre. 

Furthermore, the city can 
have its cake and eat it, too. 

The high school general rate 
in Pasadena has been reduced. 
The new total tax bill, as a re¬ 
sult, will be only $2.5780 with¬ 
out the increase for Sierra 
Madre. 

If the increase is passed, the 
total tax bill will be only 
$3.1280—slightly lower than the 
current one. 

These are facts. Angry de¬ 
nunciations, emotional appeals 
and other demonstrations will 
not change them. 

It’s up to the voters to take 
advantage of these facts and 
vote to improve the school sys¬ 
tem, to repair its leaky roofs, 
restore its bus service, rehire its 
music teacher, reopen its cafe¬ 
teria and, in general, support 
a first-class school on a first- 
class budget.—H. W. E.

Dear Sir: 

Having just finished a letter 
to the city administrator pro¬ 
testing the proposed ordinance 
making it compulsory to have 
our dogs vaccinated for rabies, 
I thought I would make an ap¬ 
peal to you . . . the matter. 

As I mentioned in my letter 
to Mr. Lawrence C. Bevington, 
I understood that this was de¬ 
feated here not too long ago. 
My dog never leaves our back 
yard as he is kept behind a 
5-foot link fence and never al¬ 
lowed to run the streets, the 
gate being locked at all times. 
It seems that the danger of a 
dog contacting rabies lies in 
that they can be bitten by a 
rabid carrier and for this reason 
the leash-law should be en¬ 
forced as it is in the City of 
Pomona, where, if a dog is 
caught running the streets, it is 
impounded, the owner sought 
and, when found, is fined $25 
to $50, depending on the num¬ 
ber of offenses, or if the ani¬ 
mal is not claimed it is either 
resold or destroyed. 

I think this rule would be 
better than compulsory vacci¬ 
nation of all dogs, including 
those penned up like mine and 
many other pets.

LAW IN ACTION 


WHO CAN ACCUSE YOU? 

What is a good way to tell a 
free land from a dictatorship? 
Well, see who can accuse you of 
a crime serious enough to send 
you to prison or the gas cham¬ 
ber. 

What with the police and the 
court both under his thumb, a 
dictator’s accusation is as good 
as a conviction. A dandy way to 
get shut of foes. 

But in California, for instance, 
no one person alone can accuse 
and put you on trial for a felony, 
not even the district attorney. 
He must convince at least twelve 
of a Grand Jury of 19 local 
people, or a magistrate that (1) 
somebody has done a crime, and 
(2) that you are “probably” that

Ions that might prejudice your 
rights, he must leave the room 
before the grand jury takes up 
your “indictment.” 

Instead of getting a Grand 
Jury indictment, the prosecutor 
more often acts upon an “infor¬ 
mation” fiied in the Superior 
Court. But before he can file it, 
a magistrate — any California 
judge, but as a rule a judge of 
the municipal or justice courts— 
must inform you of your rights 
and of the charges against you. 
He may then hold a “prelimi¬ 
nary hearing.” Unlike the Grand 
Jury hearing, here your lawyer 
as well as the prosecutor may 
put on evidence and cross ex¬ 
amine witnesses. 

Either the indictment or the 
information must detail “counts” 
or charges against you so that 
you can meet them with specific 
facts. 

In these first hearings, the 
evidence need only show your 
“probable” guilt. At the trial it 
must show your guilt “beyond a 
reasonable doubt” to convict 
you.

City records show that the 
highest yearly total of rain¬ 
fall in Sierra Madre occurred 
in 1889 - 1890, with 48.61 
inches, and the lowest in 
1923-24, with 10.04 inches. 

The heaviest 24-hour storm 
dumped 11.85 inches on the 
area on Jan. 1, 1934, and the 
largest monthly total was 
1989 inches in December, 
1942. 

The area's biggest storm 
took place from Feb. 28 
through March 3, 1938, when 
15.33 inches of rain were re¬ 
corded during the four-day 
period.

'The morning of April 10, 1926. dawned gray and dismal. A 
steady rain had fallen for the past several days. For some of the 
inhabitants of the canyon whose houses nestled along the hill¬ 
side near the creek bed, fate was destined to strike terror and 
destruction. 

During the forenoon the rain 
increased in intensity, until it 
seemed as though the flood¬ 
gates of heaven had opened to 
pour out its deluge in blinding 
sheets of water. About 1:30 in 
the afternoon the City Hall 
siren blared, warning the resi¬ 
dents of the impending flood 
danger. 

At the canyon narrows, as it 
was then called, which now is 
the site of the dam, the swirl¬ 
ing debris-filled waters had 
formed a 60-foot-high earthen 
dam composed of mud, silt, up¬ 
rooted trees and logs, some of 
which floated down from the 
Half Way House on the Mount 
Wilton Trail. 

Debris Piling Up 

With the steady rise of water 
behind (he artificial dam. 
alarmed residents started evae 
uating their homes with all 
possible speed, 

Harvey Steinberger, a local 
resident and workman on a 
nearby Flood Control project, 
was hastily summoned by Jack 
Ingram, in charge of the proj¬ 
ect, and told to rush 50 men to 
the danger zone. 

Two bridges, one on Los 
Rocas Drive and the other on 
Acacia Street, were piling up 
debris and causing a stoppage 
and diversion of water into ad¬ 
jacent properties. 

Harvey’s job was to dynamite 
the two bridges in order to re¬ 
lieve the stream obstruction, 
there being no channel built 
there at that time. 

Barrier Gives Way 

While the bridges were being 
dynamited, residents of the 
canyon narrows anxiously 
watched the water steadily 
creeping higher behind the 
earthen clam. The question up¬ 
permost in everyone’s mind 
was—how long would the bar¬ 
rier hold? 

The answer came suddenly in 
the middle of the afternoon.

With an abrupt, deafening roar, 
the barrier of debris gave way 
and a wall of muddy water 30 
feet high swept down on the 
canyon, bringing total destruc¬ 
tion to everything in its path. 

Amid the roar of the rushing 
flood could be heard a booming 
sound as here and there partly 
submerged logs or trees struck 
a house, crushing it into a 
twisted wreckage of timbers 
which floated downstream with 
the raging torrent. 

Boy Rescued 

All told, 13 houses were de¬ 
molished, their timbers scat¬ 
tered over the large area of 
ground that lies just east of the 
cemetery and north of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

One small boy was rescued 
from the canyon swimming 
pool by an unknown man, who 
lassoed the boy with a rope 
and pulled him to safety. 

Tom Henderson, water super¬ 
intendent, and Vernon Udell, 
foreman in the Water Depart¬ 
ment, were faced with the tre¬ 
mendous task of restoring 
water service to the town. 

Water mains and service 
lines in the disaster zone were 
completely washed oul. The 16- 
inch water line from the can¬ 
yon weir house to Grove Street 
reservoir was half plugged 
with mud and silt. 

For approximately two weeks 
men worked night and day to 
repair the storm damage, tak¬ 
ing out only enough time to 
eat hastily—sleeping with their 
boots on for a few hours—then 
back to relieve their fellow 
workers. 

Workers Contribute 

Red Cross headquarters were 
established at the old dance 
hall across the street from the 
swimming pool for the relief of 
the people left temporarily 
homeless and hungry by the 
flood. 

One of the residents, Oscar 


Rosboek of Sycamore Place, lost 
the most in possessions. Many 
of the workers contributed from 
their money to help reimburse 
him. On Rosbock’s front yard 
a log three feet in diameter 
and 18 feet long was found, 
lying 10 feet above the stream 
bed, attesting to the fury of the 
storm. 

In 1938 and again in 1942, 
Sierra Madre experienced simi¬ 
lar attacks of the elements. 
More Inches of rain by the hour 
actually fell duirng those 
storms, but without as much 
damage. Even the destructive¬ 
ness of the 1954 storm failed 
to match’that of the storm of 
April 10, 1926, to be remem¬ 
bered as: "The day the rains 
came.”

Early in November I returned 
to Washington after traveling 
most of the time for the pre¬ 
ceding two. months. 

In that period I attended a 
World Bank meeting in Istan¬ 
bul, met with ICA mission di¬ 
rectors from the Near East and 
Africa in Cairo, conferred with 
mission directors in Europe and 
visited posts in the Far East 
and South Asia. 

In this way I had opportu¬ 
nity to observe and hear about 
work being done under our 
mutual security program in a 
large part of the world. I hope 
to visit Latin America shortly 
after the first of the year. 

One very strong impression I 
gained in this two months' ex¬ 


perience was of the devotion 
shown by Americans working 
overseas in the programs with 
which they are connected. Each, 
it appeared to me, had before 
United States and the free 
world. 

* # * 

ASIA TODAY presents by far 
the greatest variety of problems 
and under the current program, 
is the largest area of concern. 
I was struck with the fact that 
each country presents distinct 
differences and oils assistance 
must be undertaken in that 
light. 

In Korea, Vietnam and For¬ 
mosa, the question of defense 
from exterior aggression is up¬ 
permost. Our aid to Korea en¬ 
ables Ihis small country to 
maintain the fourth largest 
army in the world. 

In addition, measures for re¬ 
habilitation and economic im¬ 
provement are showing steady 
progress. Military forces in For¬ 
mosa also are maintained by 
our continued assistance, and 
our economic aid lends addi¬ 
tional elements of stability to 
the area. 

The situation in Vietnam 
shows improvement even over 
six months ago. In what is gen¬ 
erally regarded as a fairly con¬ 
ducted election, a strong na¬ 
tional leader, Ngo Dinh Diem, 
received overwhelming support 
from the people of his country.
